QUALIFIED CITIZENSHIP? 


The legislature of British Columbia 
may disfranchise the Doukhobors, or 
| that branch of the sect whose religious 
views cause them to disobey the law. 
That would have little enough effect 
upon the obstreperous Douks., sinc 
they probably set as little value upon 
the vote as they do upon the eath they 
took to obtain Canadian citizenship. 
But it would free British Columbia poli- 
tics from the obvious nuisance and men- 
ace that exists in the presence of a solid 
block of voters who openly boast their 
| disregard of citizenship responsibilities. 

A broader consideration is that the 
principle would thus be introduced that 
citizenship may be a relative term, with 
lower ranks for law-breakers and full 
| privileges only for those who yield full 
|| obedience to law. Some wide implica- 
| tions would follow the acceptance of 
that principle. The direct moral is that 
it is unwise to admit into Canada people 
who cannot be depended upon to accept 
citizenship with all that it implies in the 
way of responsibility, and cannot with 
safety to the public be entrusted with its 
full powers.

THE WORLD'S WORKLESS 


Semi-official figures recently given 
out estimate that there are between 
150,000 and 200,000 unemployed. in 
Canada. While some economists will 
claim that this estimate is too high the 
figures form a comparative basis show- 
ing how the Dominion stands in relation 
to other countries in the matter of un- 
employment.

These figures show pretty con- 
clusively that unemployment is a world 
wide condition and that it constitutes | 


one of the most pressing problems for 
statesmen to tackle. 

There have been many reasons given 
as the cause of the present state of 
affairs, and, out of them all, has 
emerged the basic fact that the world 
is suffering from a decline in purchas- 
ing power. The suggestion that over- 
production is the cause, does not hold 
water. There can be no over-pro- 
duction while there are people in the 
world in need of food and clothing and 
things that go to make life worth while. 

lt is true that modern methods of 
mass production have been responsible 
for throwing more commodities on the 
market, but the difficulty is that there 
has not been an increased power to pur- 
chase these commodities 

The result has been that industry 
has slowed up and manufacturers are 
waiting for consumption to catch up | 
with production. While that waiting 
may, in time, bring a return to a quick- 
ening of the industrial wheels, it must 
in the end result in another head-on 
collision with a further so called over- 
production period. 

As a writer in the Ottawa Journal 
sees it, the key problem is to bridge 
this hiatus between maker and buyer— 
to expand purchasing power. What 
the world needs today is not fewer 
producers, but more buyers, more con- 
sumers. Any approach to the problem 
which does not keep this central fact 
in view is almost bound to end in

They are held in position by the peritoneal mem- 
brane, a smooth, strong, serous membrane lining 
the abdominal] walls by covering most of the in- 
ternal organs, and the folds of this membrane act 
as “guy ropes” to suspend the organs.

plexities 
I want first to 
recall, by way of 
background, how 
the pendulum 
of prosperity has 
swung back and 
forth during the 
life of the Am- 
erican Republic 
In our nation- 
al existence, we 
Glenn Frank have said hail 
and farewell to five distinct periods 
or dramatically accelerated pros- 


perity. They are: 

(1) The “Pioneer” Period of Pros- 
perity. 

This period of prosperity lasted 


from 1825 to 1837. For these twelve 
years the economic jife of America 
sang with vibrant energy. The busi- 
ness impetus of the time trailed the 
revival of world trade that accom- 
panied the recovery from the disru 
tion and destruction of the Na- 
poleonic wars. This phase 6% Ameri- 
can development saw erstwhile East- 
erners push their way into the Mid- 


push their 
die West, establish new frontiers, 
and give enterprise of railroad 
building a running start. This period 
or prosperity came to an end with 
the panic of 1837 

(2 The “Gold Rush” Period of 
Prosperity. 


This period of prosperity lasted 
from 1849 to 1857. For these eight 
years the economic life of America 
drank the heady wine of gold dis- 
covery in California, was thrilled by 
the tramp of further westward mi- 
grations, saw the development of a 
new plow and harvester industry 
and kept busy building stij] more 


railroads. This period of prosperity | 


came to an end with the epidemic 
bank of failures of 1857 


(4) The “Alaskan” 
Prosperity 

This period of prosperity lasted 
from 1898 to 1907. For these nine 
years the economic life of America 
was stimulated by the inrush of 
Alaskan gold. This was the hey-day 
of the great trusts that drew the tre 
of the muckrakers. Business was 
ruddy, regnant, and ruthless. Ameri- 
can industry was fat and feverish, 
as it set ever more machines whir- 
ring. And men everywhere were told 
to fight for the status auo if they 
wanted a full dinner pail. This pe- 
riod of prosperity came to an end 
with the panic of 1907. 

(5) The “Post-War” 
Prosperity 

This period of prosperity lasted 
from 1922 to 1929. For these eight 
years the economic life of America 
theught and acted in moods and 
measures for which history holds 
no precedent. This period of pros- 
perity came to a dramatic end with 
the market crash of last November
